MODERN BUILDINGS ‘TO 
BE ERECTED. 


Hongkong’s new brewery will 
begin operations on May 14 of next 
year.” This interesting informa- 
tion has been imparted by Messrs. 
Leigh and Orange, the well-known 
local architects, who have beon 
responsible for the designing of 
the buildings, work on which will 
begin in.a few days. 

At the same time, it is learned 
that the brewery and its accoem- 
panying ice-plant and machinery 
houses, are to cover an aren of 
62,800 square feet. It ia situated 
at Shan Tseng Bay,,on the Castle, 
Penk Road, and promises to be the 
finest brewory of its description ip 
the Far East. 

Nothing has been spared to make

it fully equipped with modern ; 


pliant and machinery, while special 
care will be taken. to manintain 
ita productions at the same stan- 
dard of quality during the summér 
heat as in the: cooler winter 
months. To this end, a large part 
of the building is to ‘be insulated 


with cork to guirartee a temperi-, 


ture of about 40.degrees Fahren- 

heit. This temperature will re- 

main the same all the year round. 
There are to be two main build- 


tings—the brewery and accommo- 


dation for ice-plant and machinery. 
In addition a large amount of space 
is being reserved for future deve- 
lopments, While provision is also 
made for offices, etc. The brewery 
is to be a handsome structure of 
60 feet in -height, composed of, 
concrete shell on pile foundations. 
The Machinery and Ice-plunt 
housex will be single-3torey bulld- 
ings of n similar typo, and they are 
to be fitted with every modern re- 
quirement for the’ production. of 
high quality beverages. 

It ia estimated that the brewery 
will produce an annual boil of 
5,000 hogsheads and among the 
various departments are the fol- 
lowing: Fermenting: and distt{ll- 
ing house, Malt silo with capa- 
city for 180 tonsa, Decanting and 
bottling rooms, Re-cooling plant, 
Coopernge, and several other 
essential departments. - . 

The cost is estimated to be ap- 
proximately $160,000, and when 
finished, the brewery, which is
